The schools have been closed.

dam age is estim ated at more than $5, 
000.000. 
W hile no loss of life was reported, 
many persons were injured. 
Members of the Roumanian royal 
family

Queen of Greece fled from the Cot- 
roceni palace when one explosion only 
two miles distant, rocked the building 
and sent the plaster crashing from the j 
ceilings. 
Parliam ent was forced to suspend 
its session. 
Im m ediately folowing the oultbreak j 
of fire in the arsenal there was a 
terrific blast and then began a bom­ 
bardm ent as stores of high explosive 
shells exploded. It sounded like a 
battle.

Whether the Irish Free State is to have a M a s te r at Wash­ 
ington is still a rather obscure question. Negotiations on the sub­ 
ject between Dublin and London are reported to have reached 
an impasse, but it is not known upon what lines they are pro­ 
ceeding. 
Superficially, the issue docs not seem a capital one. Ireland, 
like Canada, expects to have special relations with the United 
States which need not involve the whole of the British Empire, 
and the Free State government wishes to discuss them directly, 
instead of indirectly, through the London Foreign Office. 
Fundamentally, however, the problem at issue is of vast im­ 
portance; it involves the future relations of the British Dominions 
to the Motherland and to the rest of the world; upon its solution 
depends the survival of the British Empire as such. The inherent 
possibilities no Britisher likes to contemplate. 
Four years ago Canada wxs authorized to appoint a Minister 
to Washington, upon conditions as yet not made public but it is 
certain that conditions were imposed- Undoubtedly the Irish Free 
State could obtain similar authorization—with similar conditions. 
The Canadian Minister has never been appointed and the question 
has been allowed to drop for the time being. 
But if the rulers of Britain do not like to contemplate a move 
that would loosen the ties of empire, neither does the Washington 
Government care to enter into relations with a British dominion | 
which are not buttressed and guaranteed by the empire as a 
whole. The United States Senate made t’—s fact clear when, re­ 
cently, the Canadian Fisheries Convention was negotiated.
